8o fire jobs under threat

FIREFIGHTERS and com- 
munity leaders marched 
from Whitechapel to City 
Hall last Friday, to sound 
a stark warning about 
the possible dangers of 
proposed fire brigade cuts 
in Tower Hamlets. 

A consultation on the draft 
fifth London safety plan by the 
London Fire and Emergency 
Planning Authority (LFEPA), 
the body which runs the London 
Fire Brigade, ends this Monday 
June 17. 

In Tower Hamlets, the 
proposals to make London-wide 
savings of £28.8 million include 
the closure of Bow fire station, 
the removal of a fire engine from 
Whitechapel and the possible 
loss of 80 posts. 

More than 100 people, 
including Mayor Lutfur 
Rahman, London Assembly 
Member for East London and 
the City John Biggs, residents 
and firefighters joined the

At a rally held at Altab Ali 
Park in Whitechapel before the 
march, Mayor Rahman pledged 
his support to firefighters and 
thanked them for protecting the 
community. 

“We do not accept these 
cuts. They will compromise our 
safety and jeopardise our 
community," he said. 

Paul Embery, regional secre- 
tary of the Fire Brigades Union 


(FBU), said the proposals were 
dangerous and longer 
response times could result in 
the loss of lives. 

Although the draft safety 
plan claims that savings would 
be made while maintaining 
existing response time targets, 
Mr Embery said Tower Hamlets 
had the highest incidents of fire 
in London.

Partners against crime 

Council-funded cops will target gangs, prostitution and yob behaviour

A NEW team of police 
officers will be cracking 
down on anti-social 
behaviour, gangs and 
street prostitution 

The 19 officers, funded by 
the council, will form the Part- 
nership Task Force 2, building on 
the success of the original task 
force, launched in 2011. 

The PTF2 team will be in 


place until 2015. Last year, 444 
arrests were made as a direct re- 
sult of the work by the PTF. An 
additional 167 cannabis warn- 
ings were issued in the borough. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The new police officers fund- 
ed by council will focus their at- 
tention on tackling vice and 
gang-related crime. 

“This investment will make a 
tangible difference to keep our 
streets safer.” 


Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed added: “Our new team 
of officers sends out a strong 
message that we will not toler- 
ate anti-social behaviour and 
will continue to redouble our 
efforts to stamp it out, to ensure 
residents have a good quality of 
life.” 

The new task force officers 
will support existing work 
against anti-social behaviour, 
vice, drugs and gangs, working 


with Tower Hamlets enforce- 
ment officers (THEOs), the coun- 
cil's rapid response team and the 
original Partnership Task Force. 

PC Turner, who is joining the 
PTF2 team, said: “I am looking 
forward to building on the ex- 
isting work which has been 
done to reduce anti-social behav- 
iour and make the borough a 
safer place. Tower Hamlets is 
great place and I value the in- 
put we get from residents.”

Family seeking justice for 
John, 16 years after killing 



Father of two John Kennedy 
was stabbed in the Railway 
Arms in Shadwell

DETECTIVES who have re- 
opened investigations into 
the murder of a father of 
two young children 16 years 
ago have launched a fresh 
appeal for witnesses. 

A £20,000 reward is also on 
offer for information leading to 
the arrest and prosecution of 
people involved in the stabbing 
of 31-year-old John Kennedy. 

The self-employed electrician 
died following a fight at the 
Railway Arms pub in Sutton 
Street, Shadwell on Saturday, 
February 8, 1997. 

An investigation was carried 


out but no-one was convicted 
of the murder. The case was re- 
viewed in 2010 and the inves- 
tigation re-opened. 

Mr Kennedy, who lived with 
his girlfriend in Oban Street, 
Poplar, had a twin brother and 
a sister. 

A keen local footballer, he had 
been out with friends the 
night before his death, arriving 
at the Railway Arms at around 
3 am. 

He was approached by a man 
he knew and an animated con- 
versation took place which es- 
calated into a fight. The man 
pulled out a knife, lunged at Mr 
Kennedy and stabbed him. 


The victim collapsed and his 
attacker made off in a car with 
another man. Mr Kennedy was 
rushed to the Royal London 
Hospital by ambulance where 
he died later that morning. 

A post-mortem revealed he 
died from single stab wound to 
the abdomen. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Chief Inspector John Sandlin 
said: “There were approaching 
60 people in the Railway Arms 
at that time who saw or know 
what happened but for what- 
ever reason chose not to talk to 
police. 

“There were others who did 
initially talk to us but then 


withdrew their statements. 

“It has been 16 years since 
John was murdered and people 
and lives move on. 

“Some of those reluctant to 
talk to us at the time may now 
feel able to. We would ask them 
to please come forward and help 
us now. John's family cannot rest 
until justice is served." 

Mr Kennedy's family 
appealed for witnesses to help 
in finally getting justice for 
their loved one.

Trespasser in court 

A TRESPASSER who caused a 45- 
minute delay during rush hour, 
and cost the Docklands Light 
Railway operator £26,500, has 
been given a suspended prison 
sentence. 

Gary Brisco, 42, of Code Street, 
Spitalfields, appeared at Snares- 
brook Crown Court on Friday, 
June 7 after previously pleading 
guilty to obstructing the railway 
at West India Quay DLR station 
at 8.50am on May 17, 2012. 

The DLR control room alert- 
ed police after CCTV showed 
Brisco walking along the plat- 
form and on to the tracks. 

Trains were stopped and the 
current was turned off while of- 
ficers searched for him. Brisco 
was found lying asleep next to 
the line and was arrested. 

He was sentenced to six 
months in prison suspended for 
18 months and was handed a 12- 
month supervision requirement.

Mr Embery added that every 
ward in the borough faced a risk 
of an increased response time, 
if the cuts were introduced. 

“You do not have to be an ex- 
pert to see that lives are at 
greater risk," he said. 

Mr Biggs added: “We are 
united in opposing these 
cuts. They are an attack on the 
community." 

Scores of residents also at- 
tended a public meeting in 
Bow on June 12 to discuss the im- 
pact of the proposed closure of 
Bow fire station. 

The LFEPA draft plan of how 
the authority proposes to make 


savings worth £28.8 million 
across London includes closing 
12 fire stations, removing 18 
fire engines, relocating four fire 


engines and reducing the num- 
ber of firefighter posts by 520.

TIMES have moved on 
since 71-year-old Chris 
Nicolaou opened his gents’ 
hairstyling shop in 
Whitechapel in 1961. The 
price of a hair cut was half 
a crown (about 12.5P) and 
Elvis styles were the height 
of fashion. 

Now, young people from Brick 
Lane and Shoreditch visit the 
shop for trendier trims. And the 
average cost of a hair cut is £11. 

Three generations of the 
family have been involved down 
the years. 

Chris' son-in-law Zach joined 
the business in 1986 before he 
retired with ill health in 2010. 

Now the senior barber's 
25-year-old grandson, Chris 
Anastasi, owns the business, 
which is in its 52nd year. 

Chris junior started learning 
hairdressing after he left school 
at 16. He studied at an academy 
in Mayfair and went on to work 
in Covent Garden. 

“It has been quite a change, 


but I am trying to bring Covent 
Garden to Whitechapel,” he 
told East End Life. 

“I 'm also showing granddad 
how to move with the times and 
keep active!” 

Chris senior added: “We've just 
refurbished the salon and I'm 
here helping my grandson.” 


The veteran stylist reminisced 
about the days when the four 
stylists' chairs seemed to be 
occupied all the time.

“We found the whole process time 
consuming and confusing, and were 
sure booking a cleaner should not be that 
difficult.” 

Spotting a potential gap in the mar- 
ket, the business partners, who live in 
Whitechapel, formed We are Mop, which 
allows customers to book and pay for a 
cleaner online in under 60 seconds. 

The fledgling business has just moved 
into start-up centre Bathtub2Boardroom 
in Bethnal Green. 

Now, Pete and Tom have hired two 
local cleaners and hope to create 
more employment opportunities in the 
borough.

Initiatives to promote healthy living are key, says doc

TOWER Hamlets has one 
of the highest levels of 
premature deaths in the 
country, according to 
figures from Public Health 
England. 

But Tower Hamlets Public 
Health department has been 
working on a number of initia- 
tives to promote healthy living. 

Dr Somen Banerjee, director 
of Public Health Tower Hamlets, 
said: “Premature death is most 
closely linked to levels of income 
and poverty in a borough and 
Tower Hamlets has amongst the 


highest levels of socioeconom- 
ic deprivation in the country so 
the finding is not unexpected. 

“Behind these figures are 
higher premature death rates for 
the big killers: cancer, heart 
disease, stroke and lung disease. 
For this reason, we have priori- 
tised interventions that will 
have a significant impact on 
these issues.” 

Public Health Tower Hamlets, 
which became part of the coun- 
cil in April, works with other ser- 
vices on initiatives to tackle 
these issues and make it easi- 
er for children, families and 
adults to live healthier lives. 


Smoking is one of the top 
causes of premature death in the 
UK. In Tower Hamlets in 2012/13 
more than 3,000 people stopped 
smoking through local stop 
smoking support services, the 
best rate in London. 

Poor diet and low levels of 
physical activity also increase 
health risks. Free programmes 
are available across the borough 
to help residents get active and 
learn about healthy eating. 

Tower Hamlets was ranked 
137th out of 150 local authorities 
in England from 2009 to 2011, 
with a premature mortality rate 
of 346.6 per 100,000 people.

Cemetery park's 
fabulous friends 


News from Friends 
of Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park 

THE borough’s parks and 
green spaces are well used 
and well loved by local 
people. Many of them 
have Friends groups, 
whose members help with 
events and promoting 
what parks have to offer. 

One such group is the Friends 
of Tower Hamlets Cemetery Park. 

One of the most urban wood- 
lands in London, historically it 
is one of the capital's 'magnifi- 
cent seven' cemeteries but was 
closed to burials in 1966. 

It is now a designated local na- 
ture reserve and site of metro- 
politan importance for nature 
conservation. 

The Friends of Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park was set up 1990 
and has responsibility for the 
day-to-day care and manage- 
ment of the site, undertaking all 
the work across its three broad 
themes of wildlife, people and 
education. 

The park's practical nature 
conservation projects involve 
over 3,000 volunteers every year. 

While it is a place of remem- 
brance and local history, the ex- 
isting monuments now stand 
romantically among mature 
broadleaved woodland and 
wildflower meadows. The hard 
work of volunteers, under the 
guidance of the Friends, has 
made this inner city nature re- 
serve home to a number of 
rare and endangered species of 
plants and animals. 

The park boasts 60-plus bird 
species, 27 butterfly species (the 
richest for butterflies in urban 
London), along with UK rare 
bumblebees, flies, spiders and 
beetles. It is also home to an 
over-subscribed education ser- 
vice that works with 8,500 
school children every year using 
the park as the classroom as part 
of national curriculum linked en- 
vironmental workshops. 

The park runs between Bow 
Common Lane and Burdett 


Road in Mile End and the site has 
four green compartments, divid- 
ed by an allotment site. Each 
compartment has its own 
unique character and, even 
though it was a cemetery, the 
park is filled with life and is a 
hub of activity and fun. 

Last weekend, the Friends held 
a woodlands festival. 

“The event was perfect,” said 
cemetery park manager Ken- 
neth Greenway. 

“We had traditional woodland 
craft workshops, where visi- 
tors tried their hands at making 
whistles, willow weaving and 
green wood working. The chil- 
dren really enjoyed it - a lot of 
them went home with wood- 
en swords and fairy wands. 

“We had guided walks of the 
cemetery and the London Goth 
Meet Up group arrived, dressed 
in all their gothic finery. And for 
those who wanted a whistlestop 
tour, we had rickshaws to take 
them around all the different 
parts of the park. 

“The East End Women's Insti- 
tute ran a lovely tea stall, serv- 
ing tea and cakes. There wasn't 
a crumb left at the end. The 
Scouts ran classes teaching vis- 
itors how to tie knots, as well as 
volunteering to do some much- 
needed litter picking along our 
more urban edges. And our bee- 
keepers were on hand to give 
visitors a peek inside our hon- 
eybee hives 

“We were very pleased with 
the turnout and visitors com- 
mented on how calm and re- 
laxed the event was, rather like 
the atmosphere of a fete on a 
village green.” 

The Friends run events at 
the park all year round - includ- 
ing walks, volunteer drop-in days 
and the Bow Beasties Wildlife 
Watch Club for kids. And the 
group will be writing a regular 
column for East End Life, packed 
with news about things going 
on in the park.

Mile End film talent in the Limelight

FILM makers and celebrities trod 
the red carpet in Limehouse for 
the annual Limelight Film Awards 
on June 6.

Limelight founder and chief executive 
Munsur Ali said the volume of entries for 
this year's awards demonstrated the great 
demand for film making and a need to 
recognise film talent. 

“Limelight is paving the way in identi- 
fying emerging British film makers while 
helping to strengthen the industry" he said.

FM opened the ceremony held at the 
Troxy in Limehouse, where film makers 
from across the UK were honoured. 

Among them were members of the 
Mile End Community Project, who won an 
award in the freefall category. 

The project trains youngsters in film and 
media, to help their career prospects. 

And in collaboration with film maker 
Lindsay Knight and photographer Rehan 
Jamil, it worked with young people in 
Wager Street. 

The film, about living in the street, 
provided the teenagers with the opportu- 
nity to express themselves and challenge 
stereotypes about young people living in 
east London. Jane Earl from Bethnal Green's 
Rich Mix arts centre presented the group 
with their award.

KINGS and queens, admirals and 
generals and captains of industry, 
wars and plagues. 

As celebrated kids' author Michael Rosen 
acknowledges in his introduction to a 
priceless gem of a book about the East End, 
history used to be about the 'big' names 
(mostly men of course) who shaped events, 
and the big events (ideally cataclysmic) that 
they shaped. 

There's a problem of course... that kind 
of history tends to cut out the ordinary peo- 
ple, the poor and the dispossessed. But 
throughout the 20th century, and largely 
using the new recorded media, enterpris- 
ing historians were recording the voices and 
stories of ordinary men and women. 

The War on our Doorstep: London's East 
End and how the Blitz Changed it Forever 
is a beautiful collection of reminiscences 
drawn from the Museum of London's oral 
history collection. 

Here, recorded in the latter years of the 
20th century, are the authentic voices of 
those born in the 1890s (among others). 
Theirs is a world of moonlight flits, shoe- 
less children and gin at a penny a pop. 

It's ancient history to many readers, 
though for some of us only a generation 
or two away. 

One of the most striking inclusions is a 
map of the East End, circa 1920, showing 
the areas of London with and without elec- 
tricity. The East End (and Bermondsey 
south of the river) stand out among a sea 
of switched-on areas, including the City, 
Greenwich and the borough. 

They may have only been in the queue 
- nonetheless the contrast is striking. And 
this of course was the engine of London's 
economy, the docks both north and south 
of the river. A point nicely summarised in 
Cicely Fox-Smith's poem Nitrates, a classic 
of the 1920s. 

All alone I went a-walking by the London 
Docks one day, 

For to see the ships discharging in the 
basins where they lay, 

And the cargoes that I saw there, they were 
every sort of kind, 

Every blessed brand of merchandise a man 
could bring to mind; 

There were things in crates and boxes, there 
was stuff in bags and bales, 

There were tea-chests wrapped in matting, 
there were Eastern-looking frails, 

There were balks of teak and greenheart, 
there were stacks of spruce and pine, 
There was cork, and frozen carcasses, and 
casks of Spanish wine, 

There was rice and spice and coco-nuts, and 
rum enough was there 
For to warm all London's innards up and 
leave a drop to spare...

Riches indeed. Though most East Enders 
weren't sharing in them. Around Stepney 
and Whitechapel, most families were 
crammed into once-grand houses that by 
the early years of the 20th century had been 
subdivided and sublet many times. 

For most East Enders, 'home' was a set 
of rooms rather than a building, and fam- 
ilies tended to be loyal to their area rather 
than sentimental about houses. 

Henry Corke was a boy in Bethnal Green 
in the 1920s. He remembered: ''When I was 
a younger boy, I couldn't bear the thought 
of living in a house without any family. 
There was us, we only had two rooms. The 
woman upstairs had about seven or nine 
kids. There was an old couple downstairs. 
Was about 40 of us in there.” 

And if rents were low, there were greater 
savings to be made by cramming extra peo- 
ple in. 'Miss M' recalled that: ''We used to 
use the doors off the cupboards laid on 
chairs and made up as beds. Nobody com- 
plained: the superintendent didn't mind be- 
cause everybody was doing the same.” 

For Vicki Green, there was comfort in 
numbers, in ''a three-storey house, two 
rooms on each floor, my uncle and family 


on the ground floor, another uncle on the 
first floor, and another on the second. 

''My dad and mum and three of us kids 
on the top. There were 14 children in the 
house and we grew up almost like broth- 
ers and sisters.” 

For some of the kids, growing up in such 
poverty was horrific. Charles Lisle was 
raised at 5 Wilson Street. ''If you went out 
in the kitchen in the dark you trod on hun- 
dreds of black beetles. Oh it was a terrible 
place.'” 

And Vicki Green had a terror of going two 
floors down to the communal toilet in the 
middle of the night, lit by candle. ''One of 
my cousins put the candle on the seat, and 
set her nightdress alight!”' 

Of course everything had to be shared 
with so many in one building. Sinks were 
in the backyard, as would be the one tap; 
washing would be hung along the corri- 
dors of the houses. ''A primitive life,” reck- 
oned Vicki.

But for Jack Miller, growing up in Spi- 
talfields in the 1920s, there was poetry in 
it. ''We lived in two rooms on the second 
floor. My brother and I used to sleep in the 
garret but I liked it because it overlooked 
the rooftops and the soaring steeple of Christ 
Church. I was always charmed because there 
would be a carolling of the bells and it would 
waft across the skyline. 

''That and the chanting, because on 
Sunday there would be Hebrew classes in 
the Brick Lane Talmud Torah. They would 
be reciting in Hebrew and it would blend 
with the sound of the bells.” 

The superintendent may not have mind- 
ed, but then he had a hard job keeping track 
of comings and goings, especially with mul- 
tiple subletting and the constant moonlight 
flits. ''You'd pack up when you owed a few 
bob rent, put your things on an old barrow 
for tuppence or threepence which you'd 
hired, and you'd move to somewhere 
else, "recalled Stan Rose. 

Or if you were unlucky, the superinten- 
dent and his team got to you first. The mar- 
vellously named Hilda Bunyon recalled an 
old woman, sitting out on the street, where 
she'd been escorted by the superintendent. 
''Now in would come 'the brokers'. In top 
hats and tail coats they'd open a window 
and throw out the bits and pieces, all out 
on the road. The men would try to sell these. 
Tuppence for a chair... and get the money 
back owing to them.” Neighbours, sym- 
pathetic perhaps but keen on a bargain, 
would snap them up. The now homeless 
unfortunate, meanwhile, would have to fall 
on the sympathy of friends... that or the hor- 
ror of the workhouse.”

Eating out, eating in 

Plum tucker at Roman 
Road’s French fancy 



Cakes, quiches and galettes are the specialities of Boulangerie Le Moulin 


BY MUNCHING MAMA 


AFTER a wander up Roman Road 
market, my mum and I were keen 
for some refreshment. 

The two little ones were napping in the 
buggy so we decided to grab an early lunch 
at the newly opened Boulangerie Le Moulin. 

Inside was fresh and spacious, with a va- 
riety of sizes of table, and highchairs avail- 
able. The menu started with a promising 
combination of quiches, baguettes, galettes 
and breakfast options... and the display of 
cakes means that everyone would want to 
leave space to try them out! 

We opted for a roast vegetable quiche and 
a dried tomato and cheese ciabatta, each 
served with a bit of salad. 

Both were delicious: the quiche creamy 
and flavoursome with a buttery pastry case; 
the ciabatta given zing with a lovely lay- 
er of tapenade underneath the cheese, then 
all toasted. 

My girl woke so we popped her in a high- 
chair and she enjoyed the ciabatta too. Sal- 
ad sides were bijou but nicely dressed. 

And then for the cakes... we tried three: 
meltingly soft, rich brownie; plum frangi- 
pane with the perfect balance of sweet al- 
mond and tangy plum; and carrot cake 
packed with fruit and nuts.

My little girl learned to use a straw in the 
cafe, so had a surprising mouthful of 
unsweetened lemon juice with water. She 
made a very funny face! 


Quiches and ciabatta were £5-6, cakes 
£3-ish; we lunched very well on £25 in- 
cluding service. 

There is no baby change area in the toi- 
lets now, but apparently one will be added 
soon. Similarly, card payments are not ac- 
cepted just yet.

Fish pie with cheesy cxumble - serves 4 


Ingredients 

350g skinned fish, such as 
hake, cod, haddock or salmon 
350g un-dyed smoked haddock 
1 small onion 
1 bay leaf 
450ml milk 
4 free range eggs 


1 cooked smoked mackerel fillet 
25g butter 

25g flour 

2 tbsp creme fraiche 

Salt and ground black pepper 
Pinch of nutmeg 
22 5g chilled short crust pastry 
50g leftover cheese 


Method 

1. Place the raw fish in a pan, add 
the quartered onion and bay leaf 
and pour over 450ml milk. 

2. Bring to the boil, reduce the 
heat and simmer for 5 mins. 

3. Remove with a fish slice and 
place in an ovenproof dish. Dis- 
card the onion and bay leaf. 

4. Hard boil the eggs for 8 mins. 
Drain and run under cold wa- 
ter; peel the eggs, cut into 
chunks and place on top of the 
fish. Flake the smoked macker- 
el and distribute over the eggs. 

5. To make the sauce, melt the 
butter in a pan, stir in the flour 
and cook for one minute over a 
moderate heat. 


6. Gradually add the fish poach- 
ing milk, whisking all the time, 
and simmer for 1-2 minutes, stir- 
ring until you have smooth, 
slightly thick sauce. 

7. Remove from the heat, add the 
creme fraiche, season with salt, 
ground black pepper and nut- 
meg. Pour the sauce over the fish 
and the eggs. 

8. Preheat the oven to 200°C 
(400°F) mark 6. Thickly grate the 
frozen pastry straight over 
the top of the fish pie, sprinkle 
with cheese and cook for 
about 25-30 minutes or piping 
hot and the topping is crisp 
and golden. 

9. Serve with a green salad.

A TEAM of architects has 
been appointed to 
deliver the next phases 
of the Blackwall Reach 
regeneration programme. 

They have been selected by 
Swan Housing Association, 
along with its partners - the 
council and the Greater London 
Authority (GLA), to review the 
scheme masterplan and de- 
sign phase lb and phase 2. 

Metropolitan Workshop Ar- 
chitects and Jestico and Whiles 
will review the masterplan 
along with phase 2 of the 
scheme, which involves a new 
park and the construction of 239 
new homes at Cotton Street, to 
the west of the site in Poplar. 

In addition, Karakusivic Car- 


son has been appointed to 
phase lb - the development of 
245 mostly private homes at the 
south east corner of the site. 

The practices were selected af- 
ter a detailed interview process 


and will be working with the re- 
generation programme team in 
the coming months to produce 
detailed plans. 

Clearing land at the north east 
of the site, north of Woolmore 


Street, between Robin Hood 
Lane and Cotton Street and to 
the north east of Bullivant 
Street, has already started. 

The masterplan will see up to 
1,575 new homes built, up to 680 
of them affordable, alongside 
new open space with commu- 
nity and commercial space. 

Mark Curie, development di- 
rector at Swan Housing Associ- 
ation, said: “In addition to their 
skills and expertise in design and 
masterplanning, it was impor- 
tant to the project team that the 
selected architects were able to 
demonstrate strong expertise in 
community involvement. 

“The plans for Blackwall Reach 
have the backing of the local 
community and consultation 
will remain central to the pro- 
gramme's development."

We can all do 
our bit for bees 


Tips from Cable 
Street Community 
Gardens 

WELL, summer has come 
and, at times, seems to 
have gone again! Mid- 
summer is just around the 
corner and while we have 
plenty of lush greenery 
and long-awaited flow- 
ers and fruit, the long 
light evenings have so far 
been long damp ones. 

Spare a little thought for the 
bees. After a relentlessly cold 
winter, spring was very late in 
arriving and with it the pollen 
and nectar on which bees rely 

Much has been written on 
just how vital bees are to our 
very existence on this planet. 
They are responsible for most 
of the pollination and therefore 
most of our food crops. 

Sadly, we lost both our 
swarms at Cable Street - one 
hung on until late spring, but the 
final cold snaps proved too 
much. Thanks to generous do- 
nations at our recent open day, 
we are hoping to re-stock soon. 

If you are busy tidying up 
your garden or patio, don't be 


too quick to strip away ivy 

The climber offers a vital 
late season food source for 
honeybees, according to new 
research from the University 
of Sussex's laboratory of 
apiculture and social Insects. 

The study showed that ivy nec- 
tar is high in nutrients, being 49 
per cent sugar, and that 89 per 
cent of the pollen brought back 
to hives by bees in September 
and October is from ivy flowers. 

And you may want to plant 
some bee-friendly flowers in 
your garden or window box. 

Bee favourites include 
poached egg plant, snapdragon, 
sweet alyssum, vervain, fox- 
glove, borage, lavender and herbs 
such as thyme and rosemary. 

Hopefully the vegetable gar- 
den or pots are growing on 
well. Why not add a late sum- 
mer favourite, which looks great 
and tastes amazing? 

Sweetcom can be sown direct- 
ly into the ground or in pots. 
Choose a sunny spot and sow 
in blocks to help fertilisation, as 
it is a wind-pollinated plant. 
Hopefully, the cobs will be ready 
to enjoy on those warm Indian 
summer days of the autumn.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit
